‘There are evidences 
in some of the London press comments that 
Mr, Gonpry’s remarks were not thoroughly 
assimilated; and the following extract from 
the Globe, which paper ulways takes a keen 
interest in the Far East, seems to ui to 
make too ‘much of Sir Ennzsr Satow's 
polite but diplomutic reference to his

“That powerful organisation, the China 
Association, bns rarely held its annual banquet 
under more anxious’ circumslances than was the 
oase lust night.

-Esstern affaira who listened to tho address 
delivered by Mr. Gundry from tho chair, there 
causot hare been one whose mind was fres from 
mirgiviug about the weskeued napeot now 
presented by British inflaence at Peking. Sir 
Ernest Satow, caulious diplematist as be is, 
gave vuice to this wholly. justifiable nervousness 
whon declaring that the position of the British 
representative at’ Peking —ihe position he 
himeelf occupied until quila recenthy— bas 
become one of ‘extremedifiiculty,’ Two Coort 
intrigres, each most hostile to our rights, 
political and commercial, are being cleverly and 
percistently éuginsered, ‘he one is, o# Mr. 
Gundry very clarly demonstrated, the intro- 
duetion of a wedge into the Maritime Customs, 
which must eventually substitute Chinese for 
British oontrol.’. This process is already in 
‘active operation, and it would not be in the lenat 
surprising were. Sir Robert « art. to hand in 
his resignation sooner than put up with the 

” insulting humiliations sure to be inflicted on 
him by his Chinese colleagues. The second 
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anti-English plot at Peking is the pretence 
mado of « virtaous resolve to suppress the use 
ofopium. The rval object nimed et is to oust 
Indian competition from s Incrative branch of 
industry, aud that purpose is artfully sought to 
be sccomplished by the co-operation of the 
anti-opium fanatics in England, The Peking

of bis “wholly justifiable nervousness”, and 
we.ara sura he did not mean that British 
influenea at’ Peking now presented (0 
weakened aspect. Sir Joun Jonpan is a 
trustworthy successor, and if there be any 
weakness about, it is cauged by the excessive 
nervousness of some. who have been crying 
“wolf” too often, Tho very function of 
the China Association enconrapes the latter 
symptom of weakneus ; its: raison d’etro is 
practically that of aa alarm-clock, and 
sometimes it may be a little over-wound, 
or for want of -cleaning, even go off 
prematurely, With a membership of nearly 
eight huadred, and clection thereto less 
difficult, than to the-Hgngkoog or Shangiiai 
Clubs, it ig not to be wondered at that its 
voice ig not alwaya the voico-of dignity 
and diplomacy as manifested by men like 
Sarow. At Shanghai, for instance, where 
the conditions of foreign life’ are 80 
peculiarly involved, zeal has sometimes 
Outrun discretion, and the proceedings 
have appeared less dignified and busi- 
nesslike than they usually ure in the 
culmer precincts of the Hongkoug branch, 
Ai these proceedings in London, we note 
that Mr. Gunony reduced the charges 
pgninst the new Chinese Coromissianors to 
charges of intent; aud so we are able to 
reconcilé our position with his, Wheress, 
however, he prefers contention at the outset 
(over were indications) to “more scrious 
contention -in the ead”, we have been 
putting our faith in the certainty that, given 
serious cause, the British Government will 
put its foot down us firmly as it has had to 
‘do inthe past. Itis amuzing to us that a. 
man of Mr. Guyprr's experience should 
ask, or expect, that China “should adhere 
n spirit fand in: letter to’n distinct agree- 
ment”.

] Peroration. What we ack, and expect, is 


our “pound of flesh”, and though we 
do "not -mean the unflattering: Shylock 
implication, we believe that in spite of what, 
the Globe has called this “ wholly justifiable 
nervousness”, we are going to get it, 
even though there be ‘more serious 
contention in the end". To read carefully 
the speeches at thie dinuer ia to see that 
practically the speakers are in just the same 
positin they oveupied at’ the previous 


‘assembly, and though -there. is a general 


suggestion that Great Britain’s position 
vis-a-via China is now much weaker, it 
would be hard to lay a definitive Roger on 
any difference greater than that between 
Tweedledum and Tweedledee. This is the 
old, ‘disheartening feature of all relations 
with China, but Sir Erxesr Satow in office, 
and Sir Joun Jorpawn after him, know 
beiter than to-show iervousness, which 
very nervougness, we maintain, is the only 
weakness apparent, and we way therefore 
that it is not whully justifiable. Still, we 
would not blame our slarm-clock for making 
a noise, and we can heartily endorse the 
Chairman’s prediction that thore is pleuty 
of occupation still abead for the China 
Association,
